The tobacco crop is in a 


No fire is used in curing 
this species of tobacco. it must have free. ventilla- 
tion during the curing process. If it is too much 
crowded and the weatilier is warm it is liable to rot. 
The farmers are in the mi dst of the cutting season. 
Their tobacco houses are over crowded, and the 
weather is extremely hot, and it is feared that a 
large part of the barley crop will be seriously dam- 
aged, if not entirely lost. Inthe district in which 
the heavier grades are raised there is not a8 much 
danger, as these classes of tobacco are dried and 
cured by fire. Aside from this, reports are general- 
ly very favorable as to both yield and quality. Al 
though a number of counties have suffered from the 
dry weather in Virginia and Maryland, the drought 
was more damaging. and there are considerable 
com ts of the effects in a number of counties in 
North lina. In some cases the premature dry- 
ing of the leaf caused it to be light, but, in general, 
there isnot much complaint on the quality. In por- 
tions of Kentucky and Missouri some crops bave 
suffered from an excess of rain at the time of cut- 
ting. A considerable part of the crop, however, was 
housed in all except the more northern States.

The Ninth District situation has not changed at all 
since yesterday. The call upon D, P. Dyer is still in 
circulation, and the list of signatures is quite large. 
Col. Dyer, however, has not yet been presented 
with it, nor has anything been decided upon by him. 
The gentlemen who are managing the independent 
movement assert that by noon to-morrow their pre- 
liminary work will be complete, and they will be 
prepared to make a formal eali on the candidate, 
If he decides to run, their active campaign in his 
bebalf will; they say, be fully inaugurated by to- 
morrow evening. ; 

TWO SETS OF JUDGES PROBABLE. 

Henry D. Laughiin, John M. Glover and George 
H. Shields went to Jefferson City last night, in order 
to appear before the Supreme Court morning 
and ask that the ap case be taken up immedi- 
ately, which involves the issue as to whether the 
Mayor or the er of Voters shall exercise the 
function of appointing judges and clerks for the 
November election The case is the last 
on to-day’s docket of the but the 
gentlemen above mentioned will endeavor 
to convince their several Honors that the public 
policy can be best subserved by taking this subject 
up first and averting what threatens to be a serious 
complication in this city. This case is something 
over a year old. It was originally instituted by the 
Mayor in the Circuit Court to restrain the Recorder 
of Voters, by injunction, from making the appoint- 
ments in question, the position taken by him being 
that the statute conferring that wer on 

Hoblitzelle was in conflict with 
the Scheme and Charter. Judge Thayer 
decided against the Mayor, who appealed 
the case. The Court of Appeals. several months 
months later, reversed Judge Thayer, and decieed 


asmuch asthe case was postponed until m- 
. by ‘which time, of course, fit _ will 
have served its purpose, The Mayor 


is advised that, even Jthough the Supreme Court 
should to-day or to-morrow decide the first case 
averse to him, the order of Judge Lubke on the sec- 
ond case will not be affected, and he will goon and 
appoint the judges, olerks and polling p . 
that end he has communicated with both of the city 
committees, and on their recommendation has pre- 
mared lists of judges and clerks who will 
2 recommended a couple of days hence. 
He has also made out a ilist of voting 
places and instructed the City Marshal to secure the 
use of them for election day. 
“And what are you going to do about it?” asked a 
reporter this morning of Recorder Hobiitzelle. 
“Toat depends on the news from Jefferson City, 


at once announce my appointments of judges and 
clerks, which are already prepared.” 

“And as to voting places?” 

“T don't understand by what right the Mayor as- 
sumes to name the voting places, anyhow. Even 
though nis right to appoint podzes were deciared, 
there would still be no question as to my right to 
name the voting places, under the law, and I pro- 
pose to do it.” 

“But suppose each of you appoints a set of judges 
and clerks——-then what?’ 

“We'l, [think there would be no question as to 


which set would act. I should refuse to recognize 
the Mayor's appointments, and should deliver. the 


ballot boxes to the mén selected by myseif.”’ 

“Have your appointments been made on the 
recommendations of the respective Central Com- 
mittees?” 

“Not altogether. On a previous occasion I re- 
quested both committees to submit lists, which was 
of course. a mere matter of discretion, and not o 
duty onmy part. The Repubtican committee did 
not see fit to show me the ordinary courtesy ot a 
response of ony kind, and hence I have not felt dis- 
posed to trouble them again.” 

“Does the law require that the Judges be half 
Republicans and haif Democrats?” 

“By no means. It simply requirés that not more 


than two of the Judges and one 
of the clerks at any poll sball 
be of the same political party. If, therefore, I 


int two Democratic judges and 
two Greenback or Independent ao for each poll, 
it would be a full compliance with the law. ow- 
ever, I have endeavored to be fair, and I do not im- 
agine there willbe any just cause of complaint at 
my appointments. As tocourtesy, I+ have been 
treated with very little by his Honor, who seems to 
represent the Republican age 8 Iwas not even 
notified of his application to. Judge Lubke for an 
injunction until after the Court had 
issued iis order, -and that was not the 
ve time a disposition was manifested to ignore this 
office.” 

“By what date must the jndges be a ted?’ 

“Ten days before election. That is to say, they 
must be announced on or befofé the 2th. I expect 
to hear from the Supreme Court to-day or to-mor- 
row, and should the decision be in my favor, I will 
publish my appointments at once. I understand the 
Mayor is disposed to ignore the Supreme Court and 
go ahead under Judge Lubke's decision, but as the 
case in the me Court covers tne entire ques- 
tion, I will act under its ruling.”

Now that they are b gvingh well satisfied that Mr, 
Eccles intends to hold his place in the Kignth Dis- 
trict race, the friends of Mr. John Grogan are grow- 
ing in the belief that maybe there is no use in his 
running after all.

UNCLE SAM VINDICATED. 


The Complaint Made by Dr. Chartier is An- 
swered. 

An article in yesterday's issue, entitled ‘““How Not 
to Do It,” has rendered the Custom House officers 
very indignant, it being asserted that they were not 
at fault, as wastherein implied. The Post-DispatcH 
is assured that there was no package whatever ad- 
dressed to Dr. Chartier—his goods arriving through 
the medium of the French Consul, to whom they 
were consigned. The regulations of the Treasury 
Department direct that appraisement or 
liquidation of duties cannot proceed until the for- 
malities of entry are complied with. This in- 
volves the preparation of entry papers. signature and 
oath of consignee and paymest of estimated du- 
ties in the orler named. Inthis case, the French 
Consul being the consignee aud apparent owner 
did not execute and make affidavit as required tiil 
Friday noon. Payment followed later, instead of 
on Wednesday, as stated Dr. Chartier, but so 
near to the close of business hours that no proceed- 
ings toward appraisement could be effected till Sat- 
urday morning, on which day they were examined 
and appraised, duly liquidated Monday morn- 
ing, gnd were y for delivery’ at 
2 o'clock. The appraisement of drug 
invoices is conducted by a special examiner, which 
perhaps accounts for Dr. Chartier’s not getting his 
goods Saturday evening, as would have been the 
case ordinarily. 


IN SUPPORT OF SCHOQLS. 


The Taxable Property of Illinois and the 
Rate of Taxation, 

By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch, 

SPRINGFIELD, Iut., October 21.—The State Auditor 
has prepared official notices to the county officers 
of the State, certifying the following rates of State 
tax, for extension against the equalized assessment 
of all the property in Dlinois for the year 1884: For 
general State purposes, 2 1-10 mills on eack dollar, 


or 21 cents on each $100; for State school purposes, 
1 4-10 mills on each dollar, or 14 cents on each $100, 
aggregating 3 5-10 milis on each dollar, or 


35 43=s cents on each $100 valuation of 
taxable property. This rate is slightly in excess of 
the rate of last year levied for State taxes, because 


the County Assessors’ returns place the assessable 
value of all the property in the State for 1884 about 
$3,000,000 below the valuation of 1883, and because 
it is necessarv to assess about $100,000 more for school 
than was raised by taxation last year. 
his is due to the fact thata surplus of money ap- 
plicable to school purposes in the State Treasury 
was available last year for this purpose, reducin 
the amount to be raised by taxation, and no su 
surplus exists this year.

It may help the Democrets of the Eighteenth 
Illinois District, and. of the West generally, to 
know how the tariff question is treated by 
Democrats in the East. We know of no way 
‘in which this can be shown more clearly than 
in the following article from the New York 
Worxp.

THE LAND QUESTION. 

Texas owns all the public domain within her 
borders, and has been disposing of it so loosely 
that her people are already on the ragged edge 
of something like a civil war over the land 
question. Long leases of large tracts of the 
tribal lands in the Indian Territory tend to 
similar troubles there, and to an indefinite post- 
ponement of the settlement and civilization of 
that region. The public domain of the United 
States, or that part of it which has not been 
already carved into great land monopolies held 
by corporations, is slipping away from the peo- 
ple in vast tracts fraudulently obtained by 
other corporations every year, and according 
to the recent report of the Commissioner of 
Public Lands, there will soon be no Government 
land left for the honest settlers any- 
where between the Mississippi and 
the Pacific. Beyond all this looms 
the dim outline of a baronial landlordism, 
and of agrarian troubles as ugly as those of 
Ireland. This land monopoly means the penn- 
ing up of our rapidly increasing population in 
cities. It will do here what it has done in the 
Old World—make food dear and labor cheap. 
Many millions of dollarsare already invested in 
the business. It maintains a powerful lobby in 
Washington, and, if the November election 
places the Interior Department in the 
hands of Streve ELKINS or one of his tools, 
nothing but the most prompt and decisive ac- 
tion on the part of Congress can save the ram- 
nant of public domain for occupation by small 
farmers. A law limiting the power of corpora- 
tions to acquire or hold lands in large tracts for 
any purpose whatever, is the only thing that 
can ward off the worst form of land monopoly 
which can be inflicted on a country. 
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THE PROHIBITION VOTE. 

The Ohio election has shown, as the Maine 
election did, that the great majority of Pro- 
hibitionists are satisfied that their best hope is 
in the continued ascendency of the Republican 
party. They know that Prohibition laws, as 
distinguished from local option laws, have been

Germans 
have proverbially long memories, and have dis- 
played considerable tenacity in sticking to their 
programme of extending the kaiser’s rule to 
whereever it was once acknowled With 
Warsaw converted intoa second Metz, Ger- 
aa would be as powerful on her eastern 
frontier as she is now on the west.

This can readily 
be proved by the sense of smell.

linings of the coat, etc. From these facts Dr. 
Gustav Jaeger, Professor of Zoology and Phys- 
iology at Stuttgart, deduces his medical theory, 
which has won innumerable disciples in an in- 
2 short time. 
Dr. Jaeger points out that the buman body is 
most susceptible to disease when it contains too 
large a quantity of water or of fat. The pres- 
ence in excess of these substances can be tested 
by the specific weight and the rapidity of the 
nervous action. But the specific seat must 
be given in proportion with the cubic measure- 
ment of the person, and this latter is not easy 
to ascertain. By the immersion of the body in 
a measured tank we have a rough-and-read 
method of guaging its cubic capacity, whic 
must correspond with the displacement of the 
water. Dr. Jaeger, however, has constructed 
an air-tight chamber where acolumn of mer- 
cury records the amount of compression 
brought to bear upon the air by the introduc- 
tion of a foreign body or person. 
Out of sixty-five men, thus measured, Dr. 
Jaeger found that the litre weight varied from 
164 to 1,060 grammes,a difference of almost 
forty percent. To test the nervous activity a 
stop-watch is employed which can record the 
two-thousandth part of a second. Theoperator 
sets the index hand in motion, which has then 
to be immediately wy by the person under- 
going the test. The difference between the 
two readings records the time needed for the 
excitation, produced by the sight of the mov- 
ing handle, to run its course through the eye, 
the optic nerves, the brain, the nerves of the 
arm, and finally to reach the muscies which 
actuate the finger that stops the watch. Ex- 
periments in this manner dows in one instance 
that the rapidity of action after a Turkish bath 
increased to the extent of thirteen per cent. 
What is now known as Dr. Jaeger’s sanitary 
woollen clothing isso contrived as to obviate 
these evils. The clothing consists, for men, of 
tight-fitting stockingette undergarments made 
of pure undyed wool, fastened over the shoul- 
der, and of double thickness over the breast. 
The coat or jacket is double-breasted, buttoned 
well up to the throat, contains no lining nor 
ding unless of pure wool, and is either 
undyed or treated only with uninjurious 
fast dyes. The same rule applies to the 
trousers, while the waistcoat is either dis- 
pensed with altogether, or it. forms an in- 
ner flap affixed to the side of the coat. Inside 
the sleeves and the trousers legs there is a con- 
trivance which, fastening tight round the 
limb, prevents up-draughts; for cold, rheu- 
matism, lumbago, etc., are caught by the sud- 
den rush of cold air to one icular part of 
the body, and not by the gradual cooling of the 
entire system. The feet are clad in pure wool- 
len socks with divisions for each toe, while the 
upper part of of the boot is made of felt, the 
lower part also of felt or of porous leather, and 
the inner soles consist of perforated leather and 
layers of felt. Thus the boot is thoroughly 
porous, and the feet are consequently kept as 
clean and as pure as the hands. 
By doubly protecting the front of the body, 
where the blood vessels converge, these are 
stimulated; and, as an even. temperature is 
maintained, the necessity for greatcoats is ob- 
viated, rain or damp having little or no effect, 
fr in every case gradual and even evaporation 
insured. While they are the best protection 
against cold, these clothes are also the coolest in

The facts of the case are sim- 
ply these: The seed is planted and the pot is 
then placed under a sort of tent, whose volu- 
minous folds must not be touched by any but 
the juggler.

The American Sculling Champion 
Arrives in 8t. Louis. 
; ctinjennimneaadigimenemianite 
Base-Ball Games Yesterday -- Diamond 
Chips—General Sporting Notes and Sun- 
dries, 


John Teemer, the McKeesport phenomenon, who 
has astonished the aquatic world by his magnificent 
performances, and by the ease with which he has 
defeated the foremost knights of the blade, arrived 
here last evening accompanied by his factotum, the 
veteran Eph Morris of Pittsburg, under whose tui.
